Subway service between Southampton and 
Water Mill was delayed 30 minutes on Thursday 
afternoon after a herd of frightened turkeys 
came out of nowhere from some side tunnel and 
began running around in circles on the tracks. 
It wasn’t clear what scared them, but soon they 
bucked themselves up, took a collective deep 
breath and headed off back the way they came. 


CONTROL TOWER 

Citizens of Sag Harbor may have noticed that 
workmen have broken up through the ground in 
the parking lot behind the Emporium Hardware 
Store in that town.

After 
that, though, subway customers will be allowed 
up from below to enjoy the view from the top of 
the tower over the cars, so Jong as they don’t 
touch anything. $7 million is a shot in the arm 
economically for Sag Harbor, especially with the 
jobs created while the construction continues, 
and then after that with the controllers high 
pay. The mayor knows about it. Everything is 
supposed to be kept hush-hush until the project 
is done so the FAA doesn’t learn they have 
funded this mistake.

DEER CROSSINGS PROPOSED 

Advocates of more sensitive treatment of deer 
joined officials this week in calling for a new 
program to designate lighted deer crosswalks 
at regular intervals along local roads. “After 
all,” noted spokesperson Lee Hirsch, “they have 
special lighted crosswalks for human beings in 
East Hampton.

PANTY RAID GANG WAR 

Police across the East End are on high alert and 
are devoting extra resources toward protecting 
lingerie stores in the wake of increased activity 
among the area’s numerous “panty gangs.”

Learn to Fly 


Interns Wanted for 2015 Season to Give Out Tickets to Helicopter Pilots

Ps alaied released last week in East Hampton 
confirms what everyone in the Hamptons 
knows already, which is that pilots, particularly 
helicopter pilots, are failing to voluntarily 
comply with an FAA noise-abatement agreement 
to fly from Manhattan to East Hampton Airport 
on approved routes over lightly populated 
areas. Those complying with the southern route 
over Georgica Pond total 37%. Those complying 
with the northern route over Jessup’s Neck 
total only 2%. The compliance rate coming in 
over northern route two at Barcelona Point is 
somewhere in between. All testing was done 
within ten miles of the airport. 

This voluntary arrangement was agreed 
upon five years ago. It could not be legally 
enforced because there are no laws on the 
books anywhere about helicopters following 
prescribed routes. 

As one local mayor along the route put 
this five years ago, “If the pilots can save five 
minutes by flying in your front door and out 
your back, they’! do it.” 

Since this is a regional problem, Mayor Arthur 
Whipenpoof of Hampton Township is seizing 
the reins. 

“Altogether this past summer,” he said, “there 
were 160 young college students who took jobs 
as summer traffic policeman. Last week, our 
Council voted 5 to 1 to go ahead with a plan 
to increase the number of summer policemen 


from 160 to 300, with the new recruits being 
trained to ticket helicopter pilots who do not 
choose to fly on the designated routes.” 

Beginning on November 25, young college 
students can apply for these 140 new jobs. 
They will.be paid $22 an hour, the same as the 
traffic police officers, and they will work in the 
sky—120 will be fliers, 20 will be trained to use 
cannons. 

Training for these jobs will take place every 
Saturday and Sunday at the East Hampton 
Airport beginning January 2. Applicants should 
include documents showing the college they 
currently attend, should check off that they are 
not afraid of heights, be willing to be shot out 
of a cannon, and have a body mass index not'to 
exceed 40, because above that these persons 
will not fit in the cannon barrels. There’s no 
offense meant: we love fat people, and they can 
still be eligible to be traffic police. 

The 140 people who complete the course 
and become sky policemen will wear silver 
body uniforms and helmets, pistols, radios, 


ticket books, rocket backpacks, and for those 


working at night, flashlights. All will wear four 
large rubber suction cups, on their knees 
and forearms. 

When a helicopter is spotted flying the wrong 
route, a sky policeman will be fired out of a 
cannon, press a button to ignite their backpack, 
use their arms for steering and, when reaching 
the offending helicopter, attach themselves to 
its outsides with the suction cups. They will 


then write up a ticket and place it on the pilot’s 
windshield, under the windshield wiper. After 
that, they will release their suction cups, ignite 
their rocket packs and, carefully avoiding the 
rotor blades up above, fly down to their station 
by the cannon to wait for instructions about the 
next arriving perp. At the end of the summer, 
medals and arm patches appropriate to their 
achievements will be pinned to their silver 
uniforms, which they will be allowed to wear at 
parades. 

“All this shilly shallying is history,” the Mayor 
said. “Now we take action.”

The report presented to the East Hampton 
Town Board about the helicopters not following 
the routes was made by Young Environmental 
Sciences and the Noise Pollution Clearinghouse 
and states that for every helicopter flight 
coming into East Hampton, there are on average 
two complaints about excess noise (the full 
report may be seen on the East Hampton Town 
website). It says that the most complaints 
come from Noyac in Southampton and at every 
single noise location tested, every helicopter 
coming in or out exceeded the recommended 
ground noise maximums allowed by town law 
at some point during its journey. East Hampton 
can give tickets to perpetrators who exceed 
65 decibels during the day and 50 decibels 
during the night. But only if they can catch 
people in the act. @&

Song Gone Wild

S ometimes | hear a song and after it ends, it 
‘remains in my mind, stuck. I hum it. I sing 
the words | remember from it and sometimes | 
sing along with the invisible voice I hear in my 
head.

Tapping the voice memo app on my cellphone, 
I made audio recordings of some of them. And 
one of them has gotten stuck in my head from 
that day to this. It won’t go away. 

The song is in three quarter time and is 
called “The Wild Colonial Boy” and here is how 
it begins. 


There was a wild colonial boy, 
Jack Duggan was his name. 


He was born and bred in Ireland 
At a place called Castlemaine. 


He was his father’s only son, 
His mother’s pride and joy, 
And dearly did his parents love 
The wild colonial boy. 


From here, the song goes on to tell a wonderful 
story. At the early age of 16 years, he left his 
native home. And to Australia’s sunny shores, 
he was inclined to roam. 

Unfortunately, Jack embarked on criminal 
behavior. He robbed the rich and helped 
the poor, but also he shot and killed James 
MacEvoy. This was not good. He’s now a terror 
in Australia. 

And so, one day on the prairie, while Jack 
he rode along, listening to a mockingbird 
singing his lovely song, up came three mounted 
policemen, Davis, Kelly and Fitzroy, who'd all 
set out to capture him, the Wild Colonial Boy.

Also, because my 
recording had a lot of wind noise, I decided the 
best thing might be to search for a commercial 
version of the song on iTunes, spend the $1.69 
and download it. 

I found three versions to download, and, 
obsessed.as I was, | downloaded all three. The 
first was by a woman named Paddy Noonan 
who, with her accordion, sings it in a bar. 
She has a clear, strong voice, and she sings 
it pretty much the same, except Jack Duggan 
does not kill James MacElroy. He only robs 
him, shivering cold giving up his gold. She also 
has a more complicated ending. Duggan shoots 
Davis, but also gets a shot at Kelly, who fires 
back wounding Duggan, and it’s Fitzroy who 
finishes him off, just the same as Martin tells it 
on the boat. 

I had no problem with this. I also had no

Landing of Spaceship “Philae” on Comet Gets Half a Star

he movies that the world wants to see are 

made in Hollywood. And there is a reason 
for it. American screenwriters understand love, 
tension and the underdog triumphing over 
great odds. Others do not. 

A perfect example of this is the story of the 
European spacecraft Philae landing on a 2.5- 
mile diameter comet named 67P-Churyumov- 
Gerasimenko, or 67P for short. 

First thing wrong is the name 67P. If you are 
going to land something on a comet, choose a 
comet with a name people can relate to. There 
are plenty of comets out there. Thor 26 would 
have been a good name. 

Secondly, consider the trajectory of the 
comet. They needed to choose one heading 
for earth that would hit here sometime in the 
not-so-distant future to destroy life as we know 
it.

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Meet New Peconic Baykeeper Brady J. Wilkins

| n late September, Brady J. Wilkins was 
appointed the new Peconic Baykeeper (PBK), 
an advocacy position dedicated to safeguarding 
the waters of the Peconic and the South Shore. 
Wilkins brings to the job a lifetime spent on and 
around the water, and a background in teaching 
that will allow him to reach out to the next 
generation on the East End. 

Although Wilkins is new to his post with 
the nonprofit Peconic Baykeeper organization, 
he began his relationship with Long Island 
waterways in his childhood. He grew up in Blue 
Point, and spent most .of his free time on the 
family boat out on the Patchogue River. “Fire 
Island was sort of my backyard,” Wilkins says. 
He also remembers talking with his parents’ 
friends about the water quality, and the 
abundance of shellfish in the area. "My parents 
were the only ones with young kids—I had a lot 
of older mentors. I got to see Long Island froma 

different perspective.” Now, Wilkins has kids of 
his own, two daughters ages 14 and 9. 

Wilson’s professional life on the water began 
at age 14 when he started working at the 
Davis Park Ferry Company. By age 20, Wilkins 
had earned his captain’s license. “I knew I 
wanted to teach—but I felt | needed some more 
experience,” he says. He wanted to bring into his 
classroom a broad scope and understanding, 
and so he went to the Pacific Northwest to gain 
experience with different waterways. 

On the Puget Sound, Wilkins captained an

excursion boat, taking visitors out onto the busy 
Sound. “We would take people from the middle 
of the country and take them out on three-day 
whale watching trips,” he says. During this time, 
Wilkins continued his education, a theme that is 
part of his personality. “I’m a lifelong learner,”

Wilkins admits. A licensed teacher, Wilkins has 
a Master’s degree in Childhood Education, and 
is also a licensed U.S. Coast Guard Merchant 
Marine officer.

love of teaching with his passion for 
and experience on the water, which 
dovetails perfectly with the PBK’s 
plan to expand outreach into the 
area of education. 

On the elementary school level, 
Wilkins can help bring hands-on 
learning opportunities to create 
excitement for students—a natural 
pairing of a school’s’ science 
curriculum with the area’s natural 
resources. “They’re learning about 
the Mohawk River. Why can’t we 
focus on the Peconic River? We 
need to engage our students in the

to empower them. The more science- 

based information they have, the 

more they can make informed decisions,” 
Wilkins asserts. 

Wilkins’ experience as a teacher has included 
teaching both science and special education. He 
says, “I’ve always wanted to make a difference, 
and | have found that working with children— 
the world is their oyster.” 


Wilkins points out that the PBK is the 19th — 


sanctioned member of the Waterkeeper 
Alliance (WA), which licenses more than 220 
international Waterkeepers on “the principle 
that protection of a community’s natural 
resources depends upon the vigilance of its 
citizens.” The Waterkeeper Alliance’s roots 
reach back to 1966, when a group of commercial 
and recreational fisherman joined forces to 
clean up the Hudson River, at that time in 
a dangerous state of pollution. By 1992, the 
network of keepers patrolling U.S. waterways, 
founded the National Alliance of River, Sound 
and Baykeepers, adopting in 1999 the current 
name of the Waterkeeper Alliance. While the 
PBK is a licensed member of the Waterkeeper 
Alliance, it is, like all other organizations of 
the WA, unique, arising from the needs of our 
community, and self-sustaining with its own 
board of directors. 

Aiding Wilkins and the PBK in their mission 
to educate the public is Kathy, the PBK’s 
floating science station. The boat, a 1970s Dyer, 
received a much-needed facelift last year and is 
now ready for action. The board of the PBK is 
hoping to reach out to small school groups and 
bring them out onto the water. 

“The water is our muse,” Wilkins says, but it 
is also our life. “We have a sole source aquifer,” 
Wilkins says of the unique circumstance we 
have with regard to our water source on Long 
Island. “What happens on Long Island, stays 
on Long Island. That’s good, because we can 
control our own destiny. We need systemic 
change. Anything in the water comes from 
the land.” With pollution such an omnipresent 
concern, it’s encouraging to hear Wilkins say “I 
see this area as a model for sustainable living.” 
He is a firm believer that “nature can rebuild.” 

Wilkins has many of reasons to love the 
water—he met his wife on the Fire Island Ferry. 
She was a passenger, he was a deck hand. 
“She was sort of a captive audience,” he jokes. 
Together, they are sharing their enthusiasm 
for life on the water with their daughters. “We 
take the kids to Fire Island as late in the season 
as we can. Now, with the new breach,” Wilkins 
refers to the aftermath of Superstorm Sandy

and its impact on Fire Island’s coast, 
“there are so many opportunities to 
explore.” 

Of his new post as the Peconic 
Baykeeper, Wilkins remarks that 
he has been moving toward the 
position his entire life.

Billed as “our first in a series of root tastings,” 
the idea was for local farmers to all plant the 
same carrot seeds in their soil, at the same 
time (mid-August), and to compare the results. 
Farmers were also invited to grow a carrot 
variety of their own choosing concurrently. 
The “control group” of carrots would also be 
compared to this set. Farmers were to then 

share both crops with local chefs 
for a special tasting event at Estia’s. 

The results, though differing 
somewhat in terms of size and 
yield, were amazing! At the recent 
tasting, Estia’s was crowded beyond 

capacity with farmers, chefs and 

media all excited to eat, drink 
and compare notes. 

Ambrose welcomed everyone 
into his circa 1950s eatery 
(formerly Tony’s Coffee Shop) 
and offered them libations 
from Macari Vineyards and the 
Southampton Publick House. 

The first tastes of each group 
of carrots were offered both 
raw and steamed. Tasters were 
able to compare the same 
carrots—Scarlet Nantes— 
grown in seven different soils 
to other carrots and to the 
steamed version thereof. 
Noting the subtle differences 
in intensity, character and 
color was all part of the fun and 

mystery. Then came “the big 
guns.” Estia’s kitchen sent out 
carrot dishes prepared by local 
chefs including Christopher Polidoro (Matt 

Lauer’s private chef), Joseph Realmuto of 

Nick & Toni’s, Jason Weiner of Almond, Todd 

Jacobs of Fresh Hamptons and Robert Durkin 

of Robert’s. The beautiful selection was arrayed 

along Estia’s counter. 

All of the chefs’ creations were fabulously 
flavorful and without a doubt nutritious. While 
every dish was expertly prepared and seasoned, 
Ambrose’s contribution, a deliciously tender 
Rabbit Shepherd’s Pie, was perhaps the only 
one laced with irony, as it contained not only 
carrots but also a fellow lover of carrots. 
The meal ended with two standout desserts, 
Andrew Mahoney’s (Bay Burger) Carrot Panna 
Cotta and Cassandra Schupp’s (Topping Rose 
House) Carrot Cake.

Everyone at the event was clearly moved, 
elevated by the proceedings that chilly day. 
As Sag Harbor Farmers Market founder Kate 
Plumb sagely pointed out, “Food is medicine.” 
Leftovers from the ‘meal were donated 
to Sag Harbor Food Pantry, completing the 
cycle of generosity. 

Talk turned to how the Turnpike has become

I try not to watch the news 
anymore because it just 
seems to be the same thing 
over and over—a murder, 
a rape, a fire, a flood, 
and occasionally a ferry 
ferrying 200 people over its 
limit tips over somewhere. 

When ferries tip over, it 

m we irritates me. It seems to be 
the same story. A ferry limited to 100 people 
sinks when it’s forced to carry triple capacity, 
and it can no longer displace more water than it 
weighs. There’s always a big investigation. The 
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captain gets blamed, the operators get blamed, 
but nobody blames the real guilty person—the 
ticket seller. If he can sell tickets, he can count 
money. If he can count money, he can count 
people. Let them on the boat and when you 
reach capacity say something like, “stop.” 

The ferries here are very vigilant about 
weight and capacity limits. I'll bet half the men 
on Shelter Island have the entry “ferry worker” 
somewhere on their résumé. You can always 
tell who they are in line. They are in the cars 
that stop way back in the line when they see 
a cement mixer up ahead. They know exactly 
how many cars will fit. Most drivers don’t want 
to get on the ferry with those mixers or big 
trucks. I hate it. It’s very scary. 
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“There’s room for your car, Ms. Flynn. Don’t 
let the Mack truck scare you.” 

“That’s okay, take the person behind me. 
rll wait for the next boat. That way I'll be 
first on board and | can park up front and 
steer the boat.” 


“Being the _ first car aboard _ has 
nothing to do with steering the _ boat, 
Ms. Flynn.” 


“I know, but I like to pretend.” 

(Twenty minutes later) 

“Hey, Ms. Flynn, how come you let all those 
cars ahead of you? Now you're stuck behind a 
truck again.” 

“Yes, but it’s the Entenmann’s truck.” 

“What’s the difference between being behind 
a Mack truck and a pastry truck?” 

“It’s just a safety precaution. If the water gets 
too choppy, I'll open the back of the truck and 
grab crumb cakes for flotation devices, and | 
can leave a trail of cookies in the water for the 
coast guard to find us.” 

“You'd never get into that truck in time. It has

a lock on the latch. What are you going to do, 
pick the lock?” 

“Don’t be so silly, I have bolt cutters under 
the passenger’s seat for just such emergencies.” 

Everyone on the Island has a ferry story. My 
mother was coming home from night shift at 
Eastern Long Island Hospital once and was the 
only car on the boat. The ferry men were fishing 
over the sides and yanked up a big bass. They 
gave it to Mom and we had bass for brunch the 
following day. 

My worst story happened when a jar of honey 
opened in my handbag. I struggled to get the 
money out of a wallet that was dripping honey 
all over me, my steering wheel and everywhere 
that honey could possibly drip. It was a mess 
I'll never forget. 

Once on the North Ferry, my brother Joe 
Beaudry, who cooked at the Ram’s Head Inn 
at the time, saw a big black bird land on the 
railing. The ferrymen fed him some bread 
crumbs, and told Joe that this bird rode this 
ferry back and forth between ports all the time 
rather than fly. The guys then gave the bird a 
ferry token which he held in his beak for the 
whole trip. As they pulled into Greenport, Joe 
watched in amazement as the ferrymen came 
and got the token and the black bird flew away. 
Hey, nobody rides for free. ga

A Chat with Laura Klahre of Coffee Pot Cellars

amily owned and operated by dynamic duo 

Adam Suprenant, a winemaker, and Laura 
Klahre, a beekeeper, Coffee Pot Cellars is a small- 
production winery located on the North Fork. Not 
only can you purchase a variety of some of the best 
regional wines at Coffee Pot’s tasting room, you 
can give them a try. Klahre runs the show in the 
renovated tasting room, which she also stocks with 
handcrafted beeswax products from her company 
Blossom Meadow. We spoke with Klahre to find out 
more about the ins and out of this North Fork gem. 


What appeals to you about Long Island wines? 

The majority of the winemakers on Long Island are 
focused on quality these days so you can find some 
excellent wines at almost every winery you visit. 


Any tips for novices buying wines? 

Firstly look for the vintage. On Long Island, 
2007, 2010 and 2012 were fantastic growing years, 
resulting in almost sure bets for selecting a top- 
quality Long Island wine. Secondly merlot, cabernet 
franc, chardonnay and sauvignon blanc are the four 
major varieties that grow well on Long Island. It’s 
a good idea for the novice to start exploring these 
before branching out to lesser-known varietals such 
as gewurztraminer and Malbec. 


Where did the name “Coffee Pot Cellars” come 
from? 


Adam was striped bass fishing off Orient Point 
years ago. He saw the Orient Point Lighthouse and it 
just hit him; he needed to name his winery after the 
Orient Point Lighthouse. The nickname of the Orient 
Point Lighthouse is “Coffee Pot” because it looks like 
an old percolator. 


What are some of the standout wines you have 
in stock? 

Adam makes about 750 cases of wine a year for 
Coffee Pot Cellars. Our portfolio currently includes 
five different wines: sauvignon blanc, chardonnay, 


_ gewirztraminer, merlot and a red blend known as a 


Meritage. In Adam’s view the 2010 Meritage and 2013 
chardonnay really stand out in Coffee Pot Cellars’ 
line up. 


Tell us about your tasting room. 

Adam and | opened up our tasting room on 
Memorial Day Weekend in 2013. Having a store shared 
by both our businesses seemed like the natural next 
step as our companies grow. We continue to be a 
mom and pop business where we make everything 
we sell including the wine, lip balm, lotion bars, 
candles, crayons, birdseed ornaments, honey and 
even mason bees! 

By working at the tasting room, | have found the 
perfect balance of hanging out with folks that are 
enthusiastic about wine and nature and working out 
in the field with the bees. I work at the tasting room 
full-time and Adam works alongside me on Saturday 
afternoons, although he is always on speed dial for

the technical wine questions for which I don’t have 
an answer! To us, success in life is balance—working 
in the tasting room and working in the field, including 
in the winery, all feeds the creative process. Our 
tasting room is a cheery, intimate space where one 
receives personalized attention from the owners. 


Can you suggest some general food pairings for 
your wines? 

Pair the 2010 Meritage with grilled lamb chop, 
braised short ribs or a nice fat, juicy porterhouse 
steak. Pair the 2013 Chardonnay with monkfish with 
saffron-leek broth or broiled Cornish game hen with 


tarragon. Gi.

Guild Hall Permanent Collection: New Additions

S ince it’s located in one of the most prominent 
art regions of the country, it’s no surprise that 
East Hampton’s Guild Hall would house some major 
artworks in its permanent collection. So often, though, 
museum schedules are filled with solo exhibitions— 
like the Robert Motherwell retrospective that took 
place at Guild Hall this past summer—and their 
trove remains behind the scenes. But now through 
the beginning of the new year at Guild Hall, visitors 
will have the good fortune to view these artworks, 
acquired between 2010 and 2014.

A lengthy 
list. However, spread throughout the Moran Gallery 
and the Woodhouse Gallery, as well as the entrance 
lobby, the exhibition is not overcrowded and rather 
offers ample space for each artwork to be viewed 
and appreciated adequately. 

Mary Heilmann’s “Lizard Vision,” 2012, is a 
standout—painted in an otherworldly, nearing-neon 
green fragmented by thin red lines, Heilmann’s 
geometric composition shows the materiality of 
paint itself, in varying topography of thick plastic- 
like application, on a canvas that is unexpectedly 
no longer a rectangular form. It’s a complex painting 
disguised as simple. 

In an entirely different palette, Susan Vecsey’s 
“White Main Beach,” East Hampton, 2012, is a scene 
familiar to anyone who braves the ocean beach on an 
overcast winter’s day. Bathed in whites, with violet 
tints in the sky and greenish tints in the sand, Vecsey 
creates a composition that both goes in toward a 
vanishing point and comes back at you, through the 
movement in the clouds. The whole inward/outward 
motion then takes a vertical and horizontal direction 
from the crosshatching of the linen, on which White 
Beach, East Hampton is painted. 

April Gornik, a master of stormy skies, captures a 
reckless ocean from a straightforward perspective 
in “Light After the Storm,” 2012. Charcoal clouds, 
grey water and brownish sand are separated by 
a light-struck pinkish-orange frothy mass of sea 
foam. Waves crash at the shoreline and at a distant 
sandbar—giving the painting multi-layered depth. 

A 2013 David Salle, “Spinning Tango, Out,” is made 
of oil, acrylic, silkscreen ink on metal with hand- 
thrown ceramic object; a mix of materials that reflect 
the mix of imagery so often found in Salle’s work. On 
the lower half of his horizontally bisected canvas, 
a sculptural female figure, in sharp contrast, twists 
her upper body—putting her boney hip at an upward 
angle and elbow jetting out toward the viewer, as she

seems to duck in avoidance of the upper half of the 
canvas as she leans on what looks like a diving board 
over a sea of turquoise water. In the upper half, we 
have a crazed mess of black squiggly lines—and 
maybe a cargo ship or some ominous island in the 
distance. Salle toys with the imbalance of purity and 
chaos as well as our psychological processing of two 
distinct images. 

Throughout the exhibition there is a mix 
of sculpture, oil painting, mixed media and 
photography—with dates spanning from Thomas 
Moran’s “Glimpse of the Sea, Amagansett, L.I.,” 


1909, to an early-60s Esteban Vincente, to works 
made within the last couple years. “New Additions 
to the Guild Hall Permanent Collection” reflects the 
abundance and diversity of artistic practice on the 
East End of Long Island and provides a thought- 
provoking exhibition that beckons revisiting. 


The exhibition is on view through January 4, 2015.

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Montauk’s Dick Cavett’s New Book a Hit!

In calling his new collection 
of 57 short pieces Brief 
Encounters (Henry Holt & 
Co.), Montauk’s Richard Alva 
“Dick” Cavett (Johnny Carson 
liked to call him “Richard”), 
the former television writer 
and talk show host, alludes 
to Brief Encounter, the famous 
1945 film of lost love. Perhaps 
Cavett wanted to appeal to an 
audience that remembers the film, an audience that 
would probably also remember watching his literate, 
witty, no-nonsense, often provocative programs. But 
such is the grace and conversational style of these op 
ed pieces that appeared first on NYTimes.com that 
younger readers as well will likely be engaged and 
learn something. 

How many know that the innovative Arthur Godfrey 
was “an ardent and effective ecologist?” Or recall the 
genius of George S. Kaufman? 

Of course, Cavett can’t resist gently prodding 
his readers to recognize his literary references and 
allusions. Know who wrote Peregrine Pickle? He 
won't say but he hopes readers will be moved to find 
out (FYI: it’s a picaresque novel by Tobias Smollett 
published in 1751). 

Unfortunately, Cavett tends to apologize for 
making such references by way of adding nervous- 
making, self-denigrating parentheses, as in “As 
Artie Schopenhauer (so I’m a name-dropper) had 
it... Could Soupy Sales have put it better?” Cavett 
need not apologize, however, or continually flatter 
his readers. It should also be said that a brief 
foreward by Sagaponack’s Jimmy Fallon, full of

fawning, rambling though well- 


intentioned—appreciation ' of 
the “great” Dick Cavett, is not 
the strongest recommendation. 
Much better tribute appears 
inside. 

Cavett’s arc cYalie and 
understandably proud of his 
education. But he seems at times 
too eager to please, and thus 
he balances his recollections of 
success with memories of earlier, 
awkward days in high school in 
his native Nebraska—youthful 
escapades with buddies, and 
his delight in magic. These 
pieces, personal and wistful, are 
probably not what will attract 
readers looking for insights into 
the rich and famous, but they are 
part of Cavett’s New York Times 
work online, and they often 
prompt related columns about 
the old days. 

Some admissions will surprise, given Cavett’s 
liberal leanings, such as his love of Lugers, though 
he is hardly a fan of the NRA. Most of the attention 
the book is generating, however, has to do not with 
his personal past but with his professional life and 
the diverse celebrities he met and interviewed over 
the decades he was a major TV writer and TV host. 

Many of the anecdotes are delightful, if not eye- 
opening, glimpses into the entertainment culture of 
the last half of the last century, and a fleshing out of 
complexities that often lay beneath media-managed 
postures and poses. 

Some of the most revealing pieces have to do 


with Cavett’s writing for Tonight 
Show hosts, and his regret at 
not having had some of the 
guests on his own shows. These 
pieces alone are worth the 
price of admission, as they say, 
though Cavett would never say 
that, given his sharp eye and 
ear for cliché, trite expression 
and inauthentic presentation. 
They include loving tributes to 
Stan Laurel, who always called 
Oliver Hardy “Babe,” Muhammad 
Ali, Groucho Marx (“the most 
supremely gifted comedian 
of our time” who hoped he 
would best be remembered 
for his writing) and Jonathan 
Winters, an improvisational 
genius who was disgracefully 
misdirected on TV. 

Cavett was ahead of his time in 
championing honest, intelligent, 
gently satiric talk, but what 
will endear him to readers is not just his wit and 
wisdom (which need no f-word triggers) but his 
compassion. He was never cruel, though he knew 
how to demolish narcissism. Of stupefying Oscar- 
night thank yous, he notes that Greer Garson holds 
the record for the longest speech. “When she got 
home, two of her children had grown up during it.” 
The irrepressible Mel Brooks no doubt means well 
when he promotes Brief Encounters as “The best 
bathroom reading ever written! Each story takes just 
the right amount of time,” but the most moving and 
memorable parts should be read in a living room, with 
mellow light. ga 


Neo-Political Young Cowgirls Perform Nov. 24

@@ The theater was created to tell the truth 

about life.” These words belong to the 
famed acting teacher Stella Adler. Local director, 
actor, choreographer and founder of innovative 


theater group, the Neo-Political Cowgirls, Kate 


Mueth, is very much in agreement—with one 
addendum. Mueth feels theater was created to find 
the truth in life. 

Mueth is in the midst of winding up a workshop at 
Guild Hall, guiding girls age 8-15 through an eight- 
week journey that will culminate in a performance on 
Monday, November 24. For the past 5 years, Mueth 
has been leading her Neo-Political Young Cowsirls, 
helping them find their own authentic voice using 
theater, dance and music. “We start with body 
awareness and go on to journaling,” Mueth explains 
the first steps in the process, which also includes 
theater games, exercises and improvisation. “The 
participants write their own theater pieces, and 
they’ll also direct each others’ pieces. What is so 
exciting is the idea of permission—that the girls can 
be free to connect with their voice. It is powerful and 
liberating.” 

Of the November 24 final performances, Mueth 
says, “We're calling this ‘I Am.’ Our focus has 
been their fears, how do they see themselves, how 
do others see them, what are their strengths and 
weaknesses, and how can they use those strengths 
and weaknesses to their advantage.” 

Among her influences, Mueth cites the work 
of psychologist Carol Gilligan, who authored Jn 
a Different Voice and Making Connections: The 
Relational Worlds of Adolescent Girls at Emma Willard 
School. The latter is a collection of interviews Gilligan 
conducted over a period of years with girls in a 


private school, allowing them to speak openly about 
the issues on their minds. 

“We start as children and say what we think,” 
Mueth remarked. “Our voice is attached to what we 
feel.” She went on to describe how that free-flowing 
expression changes when girls begin their journey 
into adolescence around age 11 or 12. “Their voice 
becomes separate from their instinct. They push 
their voice down. They don’t say what they are 


thinking or feeling.” When those feelings do come © 


out, it can often be in less than desirable ways—such 
as cyber-bullying. “How does a Facebook rant help 
the situation?” Mueth wonders, looking at one of the 
ways girls and women relate to each other when they 
feel unable to express themselves directly in their 
relationships. 

Mueth is enjoying the Neo-Political Young Cowgirls 
that she is currently ushering through the Guild 
Hall workshop. They are a quiet, thoughtful group, 
and their autobiographical theater pieces focus on 
bullying, judgment, peer pressure and their views 
on their own creativity. As Mueth says, “Expressing 
themselves ...that’s what I find brave.” 

In May, Mueth will be at Guild Hall again, offering 
a workshop for women. Although she structures the 
workshop similarly to the one for Young Cowgirls, it’s 
a very different atmosphere. “They are overflowing 
with the need to share,” Mueth laughs. “We just have 
to give ourselves permission, and we actually have 
this permission with us every day.” 

In the last few years, Mueth has created a number 
of exuberant performance pieces that have been 
produced at various locations through the East 
End, and these will be returning through the winter 
and beyond. Her piece Eve, Mueth’s interpretation 
of the creation of women, will be moving to a New 
York location next fall, with ‘a Berlin production

currently in the planning stages. HarborFrost, Sag 
Harbor’s winter festival, will showcase another Neo- 
Political Cowgirls outing, Zima, which is at once 
a love story, a scavenger hunt and an interactive 
mixture of theater, music and art. Previously, Mueth 
had mounted Zima, the Polish word for winter, at the 
Quogue Wildlife Center as part of their fundraising 
efforts. 

She is also excited about a February event. “We are 
partnering with the Retreat on February 14, bringing 
awareness to the issue of domestic violence.” Mueth 
is speaking of what has become a global event—a 
flash mob bringing together men, women, anyone 
who wants to participate. Mueth says, “We’ve been 
lucky. Bay Street Theater has offered their space for 
the past two years. It’s theatrical and exciting, and 
everyone can participate.” 

Who knows? This may be your year to join the 
dance and unleash your inner Cowgirl.

FOXCATCHER 
The film Foxcatcher recounts 
the history surrounding John 
du Pont’s murder of wrestler 
Dave Schultz in 1996. It was a 
bizarre murder that until now 
had faded from memory— 
maybe because it was so 
strange. It was pretty hard 
for the public to process that 
multimillionaire John DuPont, 
one of the heirs to the du Pont chemical fortune, a 
philanthropist and supporter of amateur wrestling, 
could have been such a creepy loser. While du Pont’s 
mental illness must have been plain for everyone to 
see—in the film, Steve Carell, in a career-altering role, 
eerily captures the eccentricities and otherness of 
the deeply disturbed du Pont—du Pont’s wealth and 
his family name insulated him from the repercussions 
of his oddities. Meanwhile, his generosity towards 
amateur wrestling—he established an Olympic 
wrestling training facility at Foxcatcher, 
his family farm, and supported USA 
Wrestling—bought him the loyalty of 
Mark and Dave Schultz, two Olympic 
wrestlers who lived at Foxcatcher 
for many years and coached younger 
wrestlers there. With Channing Tatum 
and Mark Ruffalo as Mark and David 
Schultz, the film explores what can 
happen when money becomes an 
incentive to ignore the truth. 


DUMB AND DUMBER TO 
Jim Carrey and Jeff Daniels make their 
triumphant return to the land of the 


stupid gag that you laugh at despite yourself. Dumb 
and Dumber To is supposed to take place 20 years 
after the events of the original Dumb and Dumber, 
which is about right considering that the original film 
was released in 1994. Since that time, Jim Carrey— 
whose hilarious antics and broad physical humor 
elevated Dumb and Dumber and many similarly goofy 
films from the merely amusing to the sublime—has 
taken on more serious roles, with mixed results. 
Like Robin Williams playing serious roles, Carrey 
always seemed like he was holding himself in check. 
Audiences couldn’t help but long for the suppressed 
clown to break out. Naturally, neither Carrey nor 
Daniels is as young as they used to be, and it may be 
hard to watch these aging clowns try to recapture 
that spark of joyful idiocy that marked the earlier 
film. CGI might help. The Farelly brothers directed, 
of course. 


THE IMITATION GAME 
Benedict Cumberbatch, with his talent for playing 
as . eccentric geniuses (Sherlock Holmes, 
anyone?), takes on the part of real- 
life math genius Alan Turing in The 
Imitation Game. Brought in by the 
British government during World War 
Il to break a seemingly unbreakable 
Nazi code, Turing went about the work 
with characteristic iconoclasm—trying 
the patience of his military minders 
and making many enemies. The fact 
that he broke the code—and pioneered 
computer design in the process—did 
not prevent the British government 
from later prosecuting him for 
homosexuality. I smell an Oscar.

East Hampton House & Garden Tour

he Hamptons boasts some of the country’s most 

enviable real estate and now, for the 30th year 
in a row, The East Hampton Historical Society is 
showcasing it in all its splendor during their House 
& Garden Tour. The 2014 tour, which takes place 
Saturday, November 29, from 1 to 4:30 p.m., includes 
five noteworthy homes and gardens. This year’s 
theme is the shingle, which has inarguably become a 
symbol of the East End. 
_ “The 2014 tour celebrates the role that the shingle 
plays in the architecture of East Hampton. Through a 
varied vocabulary, architects have used the shingle 
to express the past in the present,” explains Richard 
Barons, Director of the East Hampton Historical 
Society. “With over 350 years of buildings to choose 
from, there are a myriad of styles. For our house tour, 
we look for the best examples of homes that capture 
the unique characteristics of each particular style.” 
Barons notes that the House Tour committee looks 
for homes that are concentrated in a neighborhood 
while representing a wide variety of housing styles 
for the ultimate in visual interest for tour goers. 
Fittingly, the annual event attracts a good number 
of architects, interior designers, home enthusiasts, 
design aficionados and history buffs. 

Curious what to expect? “This year’s tour offers 
eclectic interiors by designer Celerie Kemble, unique 
European gardens, handsome mid-century accents, 
architectural gems, and even a tile mural of Benjamin 


Huntting’s Whaling Ship “Lucy” that frames the 
hearth at Egypt Lane,” reveals House Tour Committee 
Event Chair Joseph Aversano. 

Should one of the houses peak your fancy, however, 
be forewarned that all of the homes and gardens on 
the tour are privately owned. “The East Hampton 
Historical Society is grateful to the generosity of 
homeowners that open their doors to the public 
in support of the society and its many educational 
programs. If a home happens to be on the market, 
it’s always an older house with original furnishings. 
Our hope is that by having it on the tour we offer the 
public an opportunity to see the home in its original 
condition before being potentially dismantled,” 
explains Aversano. 

Logistically the House & Garden tour is self-guided. 
The House Tour Brochure contains a map, revealing 
the exact locations of the five homes. House Tour 
Brochures are available at Clinton Academy Museum 
(101 Main Street), the morning of the tour. Tickets 
for the House Tour are $65 in advance and $75 the 
day of the tour. There is a kick-off Cocktail Party on 
Friday evening, November 28, which will be held for 
the first time at the historical Maidstone Club. “When 
selecting a site for the Opening Night Cocktail, we 
look for a historical building that can accommodate 
300-plus people. We are thrilled to be able to host our 
cocktail at the Maidstone Club because it is such an 
important and iconic building,” says Barons. 

While this will undoubtedly be a_ fun-filled, 
educational and unique experience, it’s also designed

Giving Thanks for Holiday Pie and Cranberries!

SIMPLE 


CRANBERRY SAUCE WITH 
RED WINE 
Yield: 1 pint 


11/4 cups sugar 

3/4 cup dry red wine 

1 2-inch stick cinnamon 

3 3-inch peels navel orange 

1/4 cup orange juice 

1 12 oz. package fresh 
cranberries 


Combine first five ingredients in a non-corrosive 
3-quart saucepan and stir to mix. Bring to the boil. 
Adjust heat and simmer until slightly thickened, 
about 3 to 4 minutes. Add cranberries and stir 
occasionally until cranberries: pop and most of the 
liquid is absorbed, about 10 minutes. Pour sauce into 
a glass or ceramic bowl. Cool completely, then cover 
and refrigerate until ready to serve. 


APPLE PIE WITH CRANBERRY SAUCE 
Serves 8 to 10 
Note: the pie bakes at two different temperatures. 


4 to 5 apples such as Granny Smith or Gala 
1/2 teaspoon cinnamon 

1/4 teaspoon allspice 

1/2 cup sugar 


Preheat oven to 450°F. 


1. Peel and core the apples; cut into 11/2” 
wedges and place in a mixing bowl. Add the 
cinnamon and allspice and toss to mix. Add 
the cranberry sauce and toss again to coat the 
apples well. 


2. Cut the chilled pastry dough into thirds. 
Refrigerate one third. Combine remaining thirds 
and oll out the large piece of pastry on a lightly 
floured surface unti] about 13” around. Starting 
at the top end roll the dough onto the rolling 
pin and carefully lower the dough into a 10 
to 12” Pyrex pie plate with a lip. The dough is 
very forgiving and youcan move it about to fit the plate 
evenly. Trim pastry edges overlapping the plate and 
save. With a fork, prick the bottom dough all 
over and flute the outer edges of the pastry. 
Transfer the apple mixture into the bottom 
crust. Roll out the one-third chilled pastry large 
enough to cover the pie. If you like, cut little 
designs out of the trimmings and make a decorative 
design over the top crust. Brush the top crust 
and edge lightly with water. Place the pie in the 
oven and bake for 10 minutes. Reduce heat to 
350°F for 40 to 45 minutes until the crust is 
golden and juices bubble up. Can complete pie 
a day or two ahead, reheat in a 350°F oven to 
serve warm. Serve after Thanksgiving dinner 
with vanilla ice cream or whipped cream 
if desired. 


BASIC PATE BRISEE 
(Short crust pastry dough) 


2 cups all-purpose flour 

1/2 teaspoon salt 

Pinch sugar 

7 tablespoons cold unsalted butter 

3 tablespoons cold vegetable shortening 

6 tablespoons ice water plus 1 teaspoon as 
necessary 


Fit work bowl of food processor with steel knife. 
Place flour, salt and sugar in work bowl, cover and 
process with two quick on/off pulses, just to mix. 
Remove cover and add cold butter and shortening 
directly into bowl. Cover and process until mixture 
has the consistency of coarse meal. Stop the machine, 
measure ice water into a liquid measure. Start 
machine and slowly pour water through feed tube in 
a steady stream. The moment the last drop of water 
is in, turn off machine even though the flour mixture 
in no way resembles a ball of dough. (If ball of dough 
is allowed to form in the machine the pastry will 
be overworked.) Remove cover and steel knife and 
empty contents of work bowl onto a lightly floured 
surface. If any dough sticks to the steel knife, slide 
it off carefully and add to mass of dough. Continue 
to blend the dough as above, gathering it into a ball. 


Refrigerate pate brisée, wrapped in wax paper, 
before rolling out and proceed as directed 
inrecipe. 4B
